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PLAN TO REORGANIZE 
STATE TRAFFIC FORCE 


Sacramento.—Steps toward a com¬ 
plete reorganization of the state traf¬ 
fic forces are being taken by the di¬ 
vision of motor vehicles as a result 
of legislation approved by Governor 
Richardson affecting the traffic offl- ! 
cer situation. Will H. Marsh, the divi¬ 
sion chief, announced today. 

These plans, it was stated, have 
been perfected for some time, but 
were held up pending the outcome of 
Asaembly Bill 1274, which places the 
division in complete control of the 
traffic officers by Insuring it against 
interference from the counties. With 
the signing of this bill. Marsh said, 
dual authority has been eliminated 
and the division is free to proceed 
with its campaign of law enforcement. 

"We now have assurance that petty 
county officers cannot make a politi¬ 
cal football of the traffic situation and 
that hereafter the traffic officers will 
be answerable only to this office,’ 
said Marsh. "It is still my intention, 
however, to abide by the recommenda¬ 
tion of boards of supervisors in the 
appointment of officers, although I 
am not compelled to do so under the 
law." 

A first step in the reorganization 
scheme will be the formulation of | 
uniform enforcement regulations 
throughout the stale. Nine districts 
will be created, with an inspector in 
charge of each, working under the dl- 
recUon of Chief Inspector C. K. Har¬ 
der. Captains of squads in each 
county will report to division inspec¬ 
tors. Telephone connections will be 
established between division offices, 
so that a violator escaping from one 
division may be apprehended in an¬ 
other. 

Officers will be required to make 
regular reports to their captains on 
their work. All officers wlU wear a 
distinctive uniform. 

Klrst efforts of the force will be to¬ 
ward reducing the glaring headlight 
evil. One or two nights a week will 
be devoted to this work. 

Officers are now operating in thirty- 
nine counties under co-operative 
agreements. Contra Costa County has 
made application for a squad of offi¬ 
cers and it is expected that Monterey, 
Kings, Madera, Alameda and Santa 
Crus counties will shortly have state 
officers. A number of smaller coun¬ 
ties whose registration funds are not 
sufficiently great to permit the em¬ 
ployment of officers, will be taken 
care of by special inspectors. 

Marsh added that no further trou¬ 
ble Is expected in the matter of sal¬ 
aries for the officers, as the law has 
been amended to provide payroll 
funds throughout the year.

There are many 
small communities in the state where, 
because of lack of means, street im¬ 
provement has lagged, it is a com¬ 
mon occurrence in California to drive 
from a good state highway into the in¬ 
corporated limits of the smaller towns 
onto a poorly constructed and poorly 
maintained street.
